Resistance Management

Lexicon'Intrinsic contains fluxapyroxad and pyra-
clostrobin, ca premix of a Group 7 and a Group 11 '
fungicide, and is effective against pathogens resistant to
fungicides with modes of action different from those of Qol
fungicides (target site Group 7 and Group 11), such as the
dicarboximides, sterol inhibitors, benzimidazoles, or
phenylamides. Fungal isolates resistant to Group 7 or
Group 11 fungicides may eventually dominate the fungal
population if Group 7 or Group 11 fungicides are used
predominantly and repeatedly in the same turfgrass area in

successive years as the primary method of control for the
targeted pathogen species. This may result in reduction of
disease control by Lexicon Intrinsic or other Group 7 or
Group 11 fungicides.

To maintain the performance of Lexicon Intrinsic in turf-
grass, DO NOT exceed the total number, of sequential -
applications of Lexicon Intrinsic.

_ Mixing Order _

1 . Water - Begin by agitating a thoroughly clean sprayer
tank 3/4 full of clean water.

2. Agitation - Maintain constant agitation throughout mix-
ing and application.

3. Inductor - If an inductor is used, rinse it thoroughly after
each component has been added.

4. Products in PVA bags - Place any product contained
in water-soluble PVA bags into the mixing tank. Wait until
all water-soluble PVA bags have fully dissolved and the
product is evenly mixed in the spray tank before
continuing.

5. Water-dispersible products (such as dry flowables,
wettable powders, suspension concentrates including
Lexicon Intrinsic, or suspo-emulsions) - For contain-
ers 5 gallons or less, shake well prior to use.

Drift potential is lowest when wind speed does not exceed

be familiar with local wind patterns and how they affect
spray drift.

Temperature and Humidity
Low humidity and high temperatures increase the evapora-
tion of spray droplets and, therefore, the likelihood of
increased spray drift. Avoid spraying during conditions of
low humidity and/or high temperatures. When making
applications in low relative humidity, set up equipment to
produce larger droplets to compensate for evaporation.
Droplet evaporation is most severe when conditions are
both hot and dry.

Temperature Inversions

droplets to remain in a concentrated cloud. This cloud can
move in unpredictable directions because of the light,
variable winds common during inversions. Temperature
inversions are characterized by increasing temperatures
with altitude and are common on nights with limited cloud
cover and light-to-no wind. They begin to form as the sun
sets and often continue into the morning. Their presence
can be indicated by ground fog; however, if fog is not pres-
ent, inversions can also be identified by the movement of
smoke from a ground source or an aircraft smoke
generator.
